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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1 .81 . No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed invention as a whole including a hard carbon 
film formed on a base to coat a sliding portion, the carbon film having a thickness of 0.3 
to 2.0 micrometers, a Knoop hardness of 1500 to 4500 kg/mm^, a surface roughness 
RY (micrometers) satisfying the following equation: 

Ry < ((0.75 - HK/8000) x h + 0.07/0.8) 
Where h is thickness (micrometers) of the hard carbon film, and Hk is the Knoop 
hardness (kg/mm^) of the hard carbon film, in the context of a sliding structure for an 
automotive engine comprising a sliding member selected from the group consisting of a 
piston ring, a piston pin, a cam lobe, a cam journal, a plan bearing, a rotary vane and a 
timing chain, and a lubricant applied to the sliding portion so that the sliding portion can 
make sliding contact with a counterpart member via the lubricant, wherein the sliding 
portion has a base made of either a steel material or an aluminum material. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
